My  dear  Dr.  Brown, 

Have  been  trying  since  I  arrived  here  to  see  the 
proper  party  connected  with  the  Congregational  Society 
in  Boston  to  answer  the  question  you  asked  me.  Yester- 
day I  called  at  the  offices  on  Beacon  Street,  hut  was 
unable  to  see  Mr.  Sewall,  the  Treasurer.     I  talked  with 
him  on  the  telephone  this  morning,  however,    and  he  con- 
firms the  opinion  I  already  gave  you  that  unless  there 
is  something  in  the  deed  to  prevent   it  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  may  be  used  to  first  pay  its  debts  and  obliga- 
tions (including,   of  course,  the  Minister's  salary) 
and  the  balance  to  be  held  for  church  purposes.     I  never 
had  any  doubt  about  this.     I  suggest  that  the  debt  to 
you  be  paid  from  the  $9000.  coming  to  your  Society  from 
the   sale  of  the  church  property.     The  deed  has  been 
turned  over   to  Mr.   Weir,  attorney  for  the  Water 
Commission,   and  his  secretary  notifies  me  that  our 
claim  has  been  duly"certif ied'.'
